eden fight them, I know no other chance. 
To which I anſwered, with great vivacity—

qu arter- deck; and N fre pared in earneſt for a 
| battle. It was too late, when we diſcovered: 
them, to put about and ſtand from them; | 
beſides, they had ſo much the heels of our 
loaded ſhip, that there could be no proba- |} 
bility of eſcaping; it was therefore policy to- 
put the beſt face upon the matter, and we 
ſoon found that we had two Sallee barks to 
daleal with, full of men, who were now with- 
in hale of us. To our comfort, however, 
the number of their hands ſeemed to be the 
only difficulty we bad to encounter, having 
few guns, and thoſe ſmall, and therefore the 
captain rightly: judged; that they would be 
immediately for boarding us, which indeed 
Was exactly the caſe 5 nor did they ſtay for 
many compliments, but, after firing a not! 
to bring us too, endeavoured to drop upon 
our quarters; but as they kept the Sallee 
colours, flying, we gave them three cheers“ 
and a broadfide; which immediately diſmaſt- _

like an old warrior, and every now and then 
fired a ſmall arm that ſtood befide me, ſs 


dexterouſly, that many our men ſwore they 


ſaw me drop. two or three of our enemies; 
nor was I inattentive to the working the 
veſſel, but ever and anon tended the braces, 3 
with as much calmneſs as if nothing had 
been the matter: indeed, the firſt broadſide, 
+ was in ſome trepidation, and under ſomes _ 
little diſmay, nor did I ſee our wounded 


men without a reluctant pain, the conſe-

under our larboard-bow, and attempted to 


grapple us ; but we were prepared for them, 


and peppered them ſo well with our fall!

guns after them. We had, for all this time,

clouded ſky and could get no obſer vation, — 1 
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near the coaſt of Patagonia, to "which we 


were all entirely ſtrangers, a circumſtance 
that added to our calamity, and quite ſunk 

our ſpirits ; and yet a greater misfortune was 
behind, for the roth day we ſprung a leak, 
which all our art could not diſcover or ſtop, 
and the water gained upon us every hour, 


tho? we pumped ſhip inceſſantly, and heaved i 


over all our goods to lighten her. Diſmay 
now appeared in every face, and we kept a 
man conſtantly at maſt head, to look out 


for land, the very thing that juſt before we 


ſo much dreaded, and beſide our proviſions 


and water grew very ſhort, at the latter of 


which we had been for ſome time at the al- 


lowance of a pint a man per day. In ſhort, 


nothing but our being a moſt loving, fer of 
people, and mutually concerned for each | 
other, could have ſupported us under the | 
extreme miſery and fatigue we. endured ; 
and, as the ſtorm continued, we had no o- 
ther, proſpect before us than of periſhing at 
ſea, or the comfort, if it could be called fo, 


: of ſeeing land, which would procure us, in 
exchange, perpetual and cruel ſlavery. on 


the 14th day the wind ſomewhat abated, 
bur We had niore'than five feet of water in 


our hold, never having before leſs than three 
or four, with all our labour; when at ten. 


ocleck A. M. the man at the top halloed 


ae land a head. Immediately 1 went t 
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to him, and caſting my eyes to the N. W. 
perceived, indeed, land; but a bold and dan- 
gerous ſhore, nor could I diſcover any bay - 


or inlet where we might run in, for we 
could not keep her above water we were 
ſare till next morning; we computed it to 


be at about three leagues diſtance, and Mr. 
Courtney going aloft about an hour after- 
- wards, brought the joyful news that he had 
diſcovered a fine bay to the northward, with 
a ſandy beach, on which he did not doubt 
of laying the ſhip on ſhore with ſafety, at 

| leaſt to our lives. In our circumſtances this 


News made us alt alive, and work with freſt: 


vigour, and, at nine at night, we made the 
opening, which by our charts we judged to: 
be Anagada bay, in the Terra Magellanica. 
We endeavoured to reach the opening, but a 
ſtrong tide of ebb running to the ſouthward, 


we could ſcarce bear up againſt it, and ic. 


canted us fo far, that we loſt our opening, 


and were driven pertorce on a craggy rock, 


where we lay thumping as if our bottom 
would every minute have parted, In this 
exigency we made ſhift to get our longboat 
over the ſide, and putting into her ſome 
provitions, and fire arms, and a barrel of 
powder, ten of our men adventured to ſhore, 
tix of whom, if they could land, were to 
| ſtay and ſend the boat back for more, gf 
the ip held together ſo long. The night. 
Gs  _ bein 
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| being moonlight, greatly ee our deli- 
verance, and in about two hours the boat 
returned, having landed the fix men upon a 
| Kind of recf, where they tarried till their 
1 companions joined them. We could now 
Juſt ſtow ourſe}ves all together in the boat, 
and happily got to our comrades, nor could 
1 help, the minute I got on ſhore, though 
Jaded and fatigued to the laſt degree, falling | 
on my knees and returning thanks to our 
almighty Saviour and preferyer, for this won- 
derful mercy, in which all the company join- 
ed with a fervour cf gratitude, This was 
ſcarce performed, when the moon vailed her 
face, the ſky was overcaſt, and the rain pour- 
ed upon us like a ſecond deluge, ſo that our 
| ſituation was rendered inexpr eſſibly, diſa- 
greeable: : as we had no manner of ſhelter, 
we were weited through and through, and 
could hardly make ſhift to ſecure our arms, 
as a matter of moſt importance to ns, not 
knowing into what hards we might fall, or 
how we could, without them, procure ſub- 
ſiſtance. We had brought a keg of brandy, |f 
and another of rum with us, which were | 
very comfortable, and with which we made

down with them. The aſcent they ſaid was. 
not very difficult, and though. the work of 
nature, the way up the rocks, ſeemed great- 
Iy like the contrivance of art. Ve deter- 


mined however to ſtay w here we were, till 
the next morning, bleſſing God, that in our 
forlorn condition we had ſuch views of com- 
fort before us, and the more as we perceiv- 
ed our ſhip intire, till che cloſe of day hid 
her from our view. | 


At the dawn of day, we locked out, with 


will ful eyes, towards our ſhip, and, to our 


great ſatisfaction, not. only jaw her in her 


old ſtation, but perceived it was a perfect 


calm, and a cloudleſs tky ; ſo that we deter- 


mined to venture out to her in the Icapboar, 
and at leaſt endeavour to ſupply  ourlelves 


with what neceſlaries we could get from ber.

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Accordingly myſelf, Mr. Courtney, Mr. Da- 


vidſon, and fix more, went to the boat, and 
left Mr. Lillingſton in the command on ſhore, 


and, in about an hour, by mere dint of 


rowing, which we plied turn and turn about, 
- without any diſtinction of perſons, we came 
up to our wreck, which made a very melan- 


choly appearance; her larboard quarter was 


beat in, her bows ſhattered in feveral places, 


and the garboard ſanke ripped up, but as it 


was high water, and the almoſt floated, we 


concluded we might get her into the inlet, at 
ide of flood, if the weather continued to fa- 


vour us for a day or two longer; for it was 


upwards of {ixteen fathom of water, through 


the whole bay, as we called it, even to the 


reef on which we were encamped. By good 


I fortune, however, as ſhe lay on her tide, 
Wwe diſcovered the fatal leak which had given 


us ſuch pain, and art laſt brought us into our 
preſent dilemma, which was large enough 


to receive a middling man through, hen 


part of the ſheathing was ripped oft, ap- 
peared to have been a decayed plank, care- 
leſsly put in when ſhe was built; however, 


S. our carpenter who was with us, made little. 


doubt of {ſtopping ir, if he could properly 
come at it. We then attempted to enter 


the ſhip, which we did through one of the 
port holes, and here a ſtrange ruinous ſcene 
preſented, the decks were torn up in ſeveral 
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| fates; and the waves had made ber Auch 
fore and aft, by their violence; but as her 


ſtern lay pretty bigh, the cabin was almoſt 
elear of water, out of Which we got a bag 
of biſcuit, little damaged, a compaſs which 
hung to the cieling, and mine and 


Captain M*Namara's cheſts, as alſo the niates 


and Mr. Davidſon's, with his cheft of medi- 


eines and. inſtruments, and alſo a barrel of 


beef, another of pork, a kettle, and various 
bdther things, which we ſtood in need of, and 


with which we returned joyfully and ſafely 


to our companions, and, with a few billets,

we alſo brought with us, made ſhift to drels | 


a very comfortable ſupper, to our great re- 


freſhment.. The next day, leaving only 


three men on ſhore, we went again to our 


wreck, and, to our great joy, found floating, 


along ſide, our main maſt, and two or three | 
ſpare yards, which, as we did not fee the 


preceding day, we imagined had been car- 

ried to ſea, and brought in again with the 
tide of flood, and our carpenter going to 
work, in about three hours {topped the leak F 


ſo as to keep her avove water, if ſhe righted, 


till we got her into the bay, which had 
4 ſcarcely been performed, before the tide 1 
ſtill running ſtrong in ſhore, ſhe floated, and 

with a great deal of labour, we got her off 
the ſhelf, which appeared now to have a kind 
_ mw en where ſhe had laid as in a 
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ſh bed, and received very little damage! in 15 
underworks. Such a various train of favou- 
t rable incidents, from the goodneſs of provi- 
dence, ſure never any ſe et of wretches ex- 
eb perienced; we were ſtruck with gr atitude 
or F to the divine Being, and. could none of us 
help expreſſing it in extempore prayer and 
4. & praiſe. In ſhort, before the hour of mid- 
oe night, we got her ſafe to our ſhelf, where 
ſhe lay embayed, and ſecure from future 
dangers of winds and waves, and with a 
1 little further labour, made her clear of the 
bg vaſt quantity of water that yet remained in 
ber. We now not in the leaſt doubted but 
Ve ſhould refit her, ſo as to be able, at leaſt 
he to carry us to ſome of the Portugueſe ſet- 
tlements, on the Brazil coaſt, where, as we 


her repairs finiſhed, and revictual for our 
further voyage to Jamaica; but what gave 
us the utmoſt. apprehenſion, was, leſt we 
ſhould be diſcovered by the Spaniards, be- 
fore we had completed our deſign, though 
dhe appearance of the country feemed to con- 
firm us that it was a deſart coaſt, and not 


ven upon it by neceſſity. 

However, our fears did · not ſlacken our 
induſtry, and we worked inceſſantly. day and 
night, having all ſorts of tools, iron and
